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THE SENSE OF HUMOR. 


HEN Adam and Eve were expelled from 
the Garden of Eden, they took with them 
a sense of humor—which is what a 
knowledge of good and evil amounts to.

The Darwinian thinks 
evolution the real key to the history of our race on this planet. The truth is that when 
man, emerging from the original hairiness of our ape-like ancestors, stood for the first time 
on two feet, instead of running about on all fours, he gave birth, owing to his appearance, 
to a consciousness of the ludicrous. The gorillas who saw the sight experienced the first 
thrill of that emotion which, intensified through the medium of the grin, realizes itself 
most felicitously in the divorce laws. The sense of humor makes them tolerable. 

Another form of the sense of humor, the faculty of mimicry, is essential to the 
safety of insects. By imitating a dead leaf, a species of beetle tricks the birds. It is an 
old entomological joke. It would be still easier to trace the sense of humor back to 





even the most primitive organisms—back to the jellyfish, say, or to plants. Weeds, 
for instance, manifest a lively humor in 
their periodical appearances in commut- 
ers’ gardens, where the potato, not to be 
outdone, assumes the aspect of a pebble 
and thus escapes being devoured. It is 
the strategy of the insect world adapted 
to botanical life. The sense of humor 
is particularly serviceable to vegetation 
in avoiding deserts. Hence the prob- 
lem of irrigation has ceased to be seri- 
ous. The sense of humor, consequently, 
explains not only much that is obscure 
in entomology and botany, but affords 
the best material for luminous generali- 
zation with reference to prehistoric 
man. That prehistoric man had a sense 
of humor is demonstrated by the fools he 
makes of the anthropologists.
